In order to undorstand the position of 
Gen. Stewart and locality in which tliu 
recent battlo occurred referenuo should 
ba mado to a mniy of tho Upper Nile. Tt 
will be seen that between Khartoum anH 
Koroakt) tho rivor doacribua a couple of 
gigantic curvos in opposite- direction, 
giving its course roughly thu shape of tho 
letter S. A »triught lino from Ivorosko 
to Khartoum would run almost due 
south, und would cross the Nile above 
tho fourth cataract, that is to any, about 
one hundred miles higher up than Korti, 
where Lord Wdlaeluy 's lunulquartors arc 
lixed. From Kli.irtiuiin tlio river runs 
worth-nortli-e:isl to Berbor, then north- 
north-west to Abu LLuuiul, which is duo 
Iliirth of Khiirlouin. From that point it 
runs south 'West for a hundred and fifty 
miles, nearly paraHol witteits course from 
Khartoum to Berber, but in tho opposite 
direction, so that Uongola, where it aj;aiu 
turns northward, lu's nearly duo west from 
Berber and a hundred miles nearer Kliar- 
toum than Abu lliunad. From Korosko 
to Abu Hamad in a straight line is about 
one-third of tho distance - that has- to^bu 
covered if the course of the river is fol- 
lowed. It will be remembered that Gen- 
eral (lordon took tho short out upon his 
dromedary. ICorti, though a hundred 
miles lower down tho river than Abu 
lliinuul, is thus further from Korosko. 
Again from Korti to Shuiidy, on tho way 
to Khartoum, is twice as far by the river 
as by the intervening desert. If the 
desert route is to be taken at all, tht? 
river must bii li'ft iit Knrti or Anibiikol, 
places aop.iratcul only by a few miles, and 
although Loi'il W'olsi'ley originally an- 
nouiicud that it was his intontion to fol- 
low tho river the whole way and has 
maintained until the last a certain pre- 
tunce of adhosiiin to his progrummtjf it 
has long boon pretty clear that if ho 
moans to reach Kliarloiun before March 
he inu«t talie the tlo.si.Tt, route. That is 
what he is now preparing to do. From 
Korti across tho desert to Shendy, which 
lies Halfway between Khartoum and Ber- 
ber, is a journey of ISO miles, with two 
watorlos.s diatiURU'H of lifty miles each. 
At (.iakdul, abiiiit 'JO miles from Korti, 
there are gnoil vvi-'lls. On Dec. liOth Sir 
Herbert Stewart started for that place 
with the Mounted Infantry and part of 
tho (iuard.s Ouniul Oorps, wjiii convoyed a 
quantity of stores carried by camels. On 
the 'JUt.h iii.st. lie ili'fi':iti-il the enemy at 
Abulkea U'cII.m, hiiving jo.'<t crossed a 
waterle.'ia stretch ut oO niilt-s, only -3 
miles from Meiitonu'h a fortilied town. 
Lord Wolsuley is liolieved to have left 
Korti on 'I'liursday for Shendy via the 
desert, following in Gun. Stewart's path 
while tho main advance is thus being 
nuule direct opnn Shendy, CJeneral Karle 
is to take the South Slall'iird.shire Regi- 
ment, with some cavalry, up the river to 
a point above Fourth Cataract, from which 
he will take measures to punish the murd- 
erers of Colonel Stewart and Mr. Power. 
It was generally .suppdHed that they met 
their deaths ccjiisiderably higher up tho 
river than the Fourth Cataract, but in 
the difficulty of identifying places men- 
tioned in telegrams and apult in all kinds 
of eccentric ways no particular'Atress need 
be laid upon that point. Tho tribe being 
punished for its treachery, (Jeiieral Karle 
is to proceed up tho river to Abu Hamad. 
When there he is to (jjien up tho mad 
back across the d(>a('rt to Korosko, where 
a regiment is stationed, and whence it is 
said stores are to bu forwarded. Cum 
menting upon this change uf plan the 
London Times says: The crnasing of the 
Bayuda desert south of Knrti, which is 
180 miles wiile, \s anullicicnt rcniarkablc 
incident of an ex|>edition which was sent 
up some fifteen hniidied miles of river 
ostensibly in order to avoid deserts. But 
tho opening up of the Korosko deaori — 
which is half as wide again— from Abu 
Hamad with a force mainly composed (rf 
infantry, and (|uito destitute of camel.'i, 
together with tho [irapoaal to forward 
stores by that route, certainly constitutes 
a very extraordinary development of the 
original design. If (Jenoral Earle, with 
tho slender forces at his disposal, can 
opon up the Korosko load, it is dilliciilt 
to see why tho troops at Knriisko should 
not do it for theinaelvea. If, even after 
the ruad is open, a regiment witiioiit any 
special preparations, can undertake to 
convoy stores across nearly three bund 
red miles of desert, the whide expedition, 
alike in its conci;i)tii)n and its execution, 
in the gross anil in di^tail, liecmue.'i an in- 
finitely greater puzzle tliaii before. Why 
was not the Knrosko road opened up to 
begin with? Why is it not now opened 
up in such a way as to reinforce instead 
of weakening tho small force at head- 
quarters/ Why, above all, is that impoa- 
Bible between Suakin and lititber which is 
more child's play bcluceii Korosko and 
Abu Hamad or betweou Korti and 
ShendyJ # ♦ * » The 
Mahdi holds his ground, and Khartoum 
is as strictly invested as over. Lord 
Wolseloy cannot but Icel that, in spite of 
these cheering ruiiicnH, tho operation of 
bringing away the garrison is one attend- 
ed with risks which a subsidiary demon- 
stration from the Red Sua wimld materi- 
ally reduce. When Gelieral Earle reaches 
Abu Hamad ho will be half way to Ber- 
ber, and tho path lies along the fertile 
rivor bank. It would not, perhaps, be 
very surprising wen; he to take that dir 
ection instead of gi'ing back upon tho 
Korosko desert. In this case the divis- 
ion of thu forces at Korti would become 
mure intelligible.

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. U-t. — At 2:15 this after- 
noon a terrible explosion shook tho city in 
thu vicinity of tho parliament buildiiign. 
Throe minutos later u more terrible ex- 
plosion occurred. The scene was soon 
located at the parliament buildings and 
immense crowds are collecting there. 

2:-15 p. 111. — A report has just came in 
that Loudon ToWer has been blown up. 
This is since cuntirmed to a certain extent. 
The famous old building was crowded 
with visitors at the time of the explosion. 
Tho wildest rumors ure in circulation as 
to the number of persons injured. These 
naunrs aro being carried tlirnui^li the cily 
and constantly exaggerated by visilni-.s 
present at the time of tlie e.xplnaion. 1 |i 
to 4 o'clock but ai.vteon persons had been 
oflicially reported as injured by the ex 
plosion, none mortallj'. Tho attack wii.^ 
made on the building known as the 
White Tower. It was fairly lillcd with 
visitors ut the time, and most, if not all 
of those hurt, were moving about in the 
towet at the time of tho explosion. 

4:30 p. in. — The investigaliun so far 
made leads to the coitclnsion that the e<C' 
plosives u.ied in the atluok on the tower 
were handled by persons wlm gained at' 
cess to the struct ure as sight-seers. The 
ruins also show that tho explosives were 
operated from a point siimuwhere on the 
innpr bnation, or in the esplanade nearest 
the Thames Tower. It tunis out that tho 
police were unusually prompt and success 
fill in placing ihuir eiubargu ii[iiiii ;ill 
egress from the tower and grounds, as 
but few persons hiui loft when llii? em 
hargo was ordered. Kxtra guards have 
been posted about walls ami every persioi 
within them will be subjected lo iiersmial 
examination. Tho report inadu by the 
tower explosion was terrilic and was 
heard for miles U() and down the Th.iines. 

f) [1. 111. — Later rujjorls show that the 
tirst stories about the dauiago to the 
White Tower were somewhat exiiggoratuil. 
If tho explosion had really denndi.Hhed 
the White 'Power the result iinist liavi' 
been immensely more Horiinis, tur pari, uf 
the building was used as an ariimiy at 
present for the storage of ritles and uflen 
of large (piaiitities of animiiiiiliiui. This 
fact niakes the popular indignation against 
the perpetrators of the outrage indescri 
bable. Large numbers of children were 
among the visitors and many of the little 
ones had their faces and hands badly torn 
by broken glas-i anil Hying spliiiturH. The 
most p'itiious sight in the large crowd ef 
innocent prisoners temporarily detained 
witbin-.thu tower's. wall was alt'ordod liy 
these little children with their pale faces 
and bleeding hands. 

Surgeons were promptly stininioiied te 
tl;e asaittaiice of the injured, u hu are ii"U 
receiving all attention practi<;ahle. The 
excitement is growing aa the news of the 
explosions spread. The crowd in the 
vicinity of tho damaged buildings is in- 
oroftsinj; momentarily. 

Saturilay being the usual visiting day at 
thu lIoilHc of I'arliameiit, the building cdii- 
tained a groat niunber of siglit-si i is at the 
time of the explosions. The I'usL i xplcj-.iiiii 
occurred iu the crypt of Westminster Hall, 
tho second took place in the stranger's 
gallery in the HouHe of Coniiuons. 'I'lie 
westoru oxtroinity of the house is a total 
wr(!ck. There is no doubt but that the ex- 
plosive (vas phicod under tbu jderH of tin! 
gallery ou the government side of the 
house. All the woodwork in that jiart of 
the building is shattered and a wide; iinle 
made through the lloor. The gallery is 
ilispbiiHid and even the. solid stuiie-wurk uf 
the door-ways is either pulveri/.eil or shift- 
ed from its iioaitioii. Every pane of glass 
in the house is sniiisheil tu atuiii.-i, the j^al- 
lery benches overturned and broken, ami 
the gallery disniantled. 

The explosion knocked down tho police- 
man who had entered with the puckage,»ud 
iujurod him seriously. His case is considor- 
ed very critical. ItH force also knocked 
down two other policemen standing in the 
vicinity, und Btunued them. A lady and 
gentleman near the oflicer who hud the 
imcknge, wore also prostrated. The great 
■window over the main eutraiice to West- 
minster Hall is smashed t<i atoms, mid nil 
tho side windows aro blown out. In the 
interior of the house of eoiuuiiins uium the 
lloor, the only seat ilainu;;ed by the ivvple- 
sion was that which Gladstone oecupieil. 
A small chip was blown oil' the top of the 
Hpeaker's chair. Tho exploMion eaiiseil a 
panic among tho visitors and flio.se who 
wore in the house of coinnioiis tied precipi- 
tately. Little hope is eiili.-rtaiiie.l ef the 
survival of the woundud pnlicniiiiii. The 
lobby of tho house of comiiieiis is eom- 
jilotely demolished. 

A clue to tho per[)etratorH of the oiitriige 
is thought to hii.vo beou discovered. Just 
before the explosion occnrrod a man and 
woman, tho latter carrying a hand-bag, en- 
gaged a cab outside the parliumout yard 
and drove rapidly away, giving no direc- 
tions as to destination. 'I'liey had not gone 
far when the explosion liappoued. The 
cabman, hearing this, stopped the cab, am! 
the man and woman at once leaped out and 
hastened ipiickly from the siiot. The cab- 
man went in pursuit. The runaways wen^ 
soon ovurtiikeii and uiri'sled by the iieliei'. 

•1 ;l!t) p. 111. — A lady visiting tin; bmise of 
coniiiioiis at tho time of the oiiti-M^e was 
seriously injured. Iiuiiieiisi; ilaiuiige was 
done in the lobby, thu masonry di-cora- 
tions and sculpture being utterly ih^stroyed. 
The place is described as lileraly blown to 
pieces. Tho shock was felt in I'idl 
Mall, and jiersons in the vicinity say llu 
very earth shook. 

Sir William Vernon llarcmirt, henu: 
secretary, and tho Marquis of Hartiiig 
t(ui, secretary of state, are visiting thu 
scene. • • 

Another account of the explosion at 
Westminster Hull mukos it more di.sas- 
trous than at lirst anticipateil. Fmir per 
sons are badly injured, including iwn 
policemen who aro fatally wounded. \ 
lady, who was in the hall spied the in- 
fernal machine and called the attention 
of I'olicemaii Colo, who was on duty at 
the time, to it. OIHcer Oole rushed to the 
spot, seized the machine and attmupted 
to extinguish the fuse but was not quick 
enough.

London, Jan. 2-L — The fuse burned so 
rapidly and closed so ([uickly on the ma- 
chine that tho otlicer dlo|)ped it. The ex- 
plosion followed iiliiiost iiniiiediatoly aftor- 
wiirds. One-half of the Hall is wrecked. 
The explosion in the lobby of the house of 
connnous ocouried three minutes later. It 
came from directly under the stranger's 
gallery and close to tho scat usually occu- 
pied by Hradlaiigli when visiting the com- 
mons. TTie lobby is completely wrecked, 
tho gallery torn down, tho Speaker's chair 
destroyed, and the muHsivo stone wo.rk dis- 
))laeed. 

oilUlp. 111. — .\nother nccount of the ex- 
plosion at (he T'ower gives the following 
details: The scenes in and around the 
tower are indescribable. Several ohihlreii 
are aiming those injured. T'heir [lale faces, 
bloody heads and broken liiiilis aroused the 
indignation of the great crowd congregated 
in the vicinity to frenzy. Veils are heard 
on every side to "Lynch thi! Vilbdns," 
"Uoasl the Fiends I" All visitors are still 
detained in the tower, and will be kept 
there until their antecedents are thorough- 
ly iiiiiiiired into. Col. Miijondio, ohiof in- 
Kjiector of explosives, in an interview this 
afternoon said tho oxplosiims are due ti> 
nitro glyceriiu' compounds, precisely similar 
to thosi' used in previous (Uitniges iu this 
eily. Ill' Kelieveil a womon bail charge of 
tile explosivi' upp.'ir.itils at Westminster 
Hall mill iu the lobby of the house of eoni- 
iiions. 

The glass roof of (he house of couinions 
is eoiiiplrtelo sliatlered. TTie clock ill the 
Ionise slopped precisely at '.iilfi p. ni. \ 
heavy bi am which foriiU'd one of the sup- 
ports to the gallery, was projected into the 
Speaker'.s chair, Horiuusly iujnring it. 
(riadstone's seat was torn to pieces. 

LoNiioN, ,Iaii. 21, It has been ascer- 
tained that a large i[iiaiitity of oX[)hisive 
mat ter had been pi. iced inside tho groat 
oriiaiiient.d L;ates liiading to the crypt 
under W e.sl miiisl er hall. These gates 
were blown clear oil' thoir hinges and 
tlirowii to the ground. All tho windows 
(Ui tho north side of thu building were 
blown to atoms. 

LoNKON, .Ian. " 1. - Count "\'oii Miniloo, 
(u'rinun minister to liliigland and thu lord 
iii.'iyor visitud the scene of the e.\plosion 
at thu tower this evening. It has been 
ascertained that the Crown ji'Wels and ru- 
;.'ali.i wiiiidi have been for a long time do- 
|iii.iileil Ml the tower Hie uiidaiii.-iged. The 
noise ot the explosion was precech^d by a 
blmilitie ||;isli followed by great clouds of 
(lust. .'Vdditional guards are placed to- 
night around thu towur, the parliainuut 
lioii.s(;3 and .all public buildings. 

Lii.NOuN, ,lan. 21 -The favorite theory 
of the police is that the dynainito which 
caused the e.xplu.sions in W'estniiiister 
llall and the houie of coiniiioiis and 
Tower was carried to the place in each 
case concealed under a long cloak uf a 
woimin, whoso appouranco was thus made 
to resomblo that of ,a woman abimt to bo- 
conie a inolher. The woman in whom 
this ap|iearaiice was vory noticeable was 
seen among visitors , at thu Tower this 
afternneii shortly before the explosion 
occurred. She was escorted by a tall man 
with a military .lir. Neither of them 
ciiiild bo found after the gates were 
closed, after the explosion, and when the 
visilors I'aioe to bi' searched the supposed 
wiinian and escort e.scapud during the 
rush that occurred jiisl afier thu explo- 
sion and before tho gates were closed. 
I'll Is important action of thu policu is 
geiier.ally ridiculed. 

.\n intense anti Irish feeling is caused 
by the outrage, and it seems certain to 
unfavorably allect the Irislinieii employed 
or sticking ein[)loyuiuiit in Kngland. 
Vigilance ciunmitteus and anti-Irish 
leagues aru talked of. It is estimated 
that according to tho course and energy 
of the explosive emplnyod in tho house of 
cinnnious that if tho Inuise had been in 
session (Jladstone, Sir Will. Vernon llar- 
c'oiirt, Chailus Bradlaugh and 'ZW other 
■ numbers would have boon killed. 

The search of tho visitors at the towur 
after the ex|ilosioii orcupied four hours. 
The nuiaber of tlmse injured by the ex - 
plosion!! is a.s folloivs: \i the tower, six 
were injured seriously, fourteen slightly. 
At the [larliaiuent buildings, four serious- 
ly and ten elightly. Thu worst injuries 
were received by constables Cox and Cido 
and a civil engineer named I'ldwiii Gran, 
who wa.i viiiiting the parli.iineiit buildings. 
Cox and C<de are still uiiciuisciona. Their 
recovery is hopeless. Uvor one hundred 
visitors wuru in tho house uf commons 
when the explosion occurred in West- 
iiiinster ball. Most uf tlioni rushed out of 
the building to ascertain the caiiso of tho 
re[iort ;iiid thus nniny lives were saved. 

News of the introduction iu^thu Ameri- 
can suiiato of a bill by Senator Edmunds 
to pruvent and punish dynamite conspira- 
cies ill the U. S. has had the elFoct of 
turning aside the bitterness of fei-ling 
against America wliicb bad bi'eii eiigeiidrr- 
ed by the ex|i|osioii. T'be T'oM L-r was fair- 
ly lilleil with visitors ill the nioiueiit the ex- 
plosinn occurred. .Many persons were 
seriously injured. One man bad a leg 
smashed, another bad an I'ar ccoiijiletely 
severed from bis head. They were :al;eii 
to the hospital, whi'i-e thiur wounds were 
caii;fiilly dressed. At 7:3(1 p. m. excited 
crowds were still about tho Tower, and crios 
fin- vengeance coutinuo on ovory sido. The 
throng of people about tho piirliamijnt 
liuildiiigs is as great as over and tuuttlTlu- 
(His with I'Xcil enieiit. 

Two persons were iirre.sfed just after thu 
re hurrj'ing away from

lium height, mid de- 
Canadian seafarer und 
d. Till) polii'o, con- 
ice, released him. The 
locality of the explo.siou ill the bunso of 
eoiumouK is always iu a doop Mhadow, be- 
ing ilire<!tly under the gallery. The persons 
who lb posited tho dynamite wore nnich 
less likely til attract notice than in almost 
any other [lart of the house. 

The Tall Mall lla/.etle sutninarizes its 
acciiiiut of the explosion in the house of 
coiiimoiis ill the following Imigiiiigu: "Thus 
the whole interior of the liouse of eoliiiiions 
prcsciils a reiiiarkitble scene of devastation. 
AUhoiigh there is a great litter everylliing 
may be juit right within a week's time. 
Nothing is more surinising about the w hole 
dastardly outrage than its utter failure to 
uUuct any mibstantial injury."

W.\sm.voT()N, Jan. 24. — Senator Bay- 
ard introduced tho following resolution in 
the somito to-day:— "liesolved, that tho 
senate bf the United States has heard 
with indignation and profound sorrow of 
the attempt to destroy the houses of par- 
liainoilt und other public buildings in 
London and hereby uxpross its liorror 
and dotostation of such monstrous crimes 
against civilization." Considoratitm post- 
poned until-Munday to unable tho aeuato 
to receive fuller information. 

New Youk, Jan. 24. — Inapoetor Byrne, 
chief of Now York detective force, gave 
his views to-night regarding dynainito ox- 
plosions to-day in London. Ho said such 
a state of things could not exist hero and 
could not there without tho authoritiua 
being much at fault. With tho power and 
prestige of the whole British government 
at thoir coniinand, with tho law so much 
more favorable than ours for a vigorous 
policy of repression, and with unlimited 
resources of every kind, they ought" to bo 
able to prevunt the outrages, and [luiiish 
the perpetrators ^unless thure was a screw 
vory suriously luoso aoniuwhoro. Looking 
at it from a common sense point of view 
he thinks thure la a screw loose. His idea 
was that the authorities over there 
were on tho wrong track ultogother. NN'cre 
he iu Luiieon and charged with discovering 
the originators of rheso explosions he 
would look in an exactly opposite direc- 
tion from thu one thu authorities seeniod 
to bu following. Depend on it there wore 
poophi vory high in Station who led tho 
moviunent and engineered theao con- 
stantly recurring systenialic outrages. If 
they waited long enough thu English 
would catch soiiiu vagahtuid with dyna 
mite in his pocket and hang him. This 
would not stop it, as those inou wore only 
tools. It was thu men who used them 
they wanted. Tho Irish at homo and 
those abroad were not the peoplu to con 
ceive Hiich a .systematic cain|iaigii of uiil- 
rage. He ilhl not I'xpcct to lliid the 
leaders .uiiiiiig these. lie uouhl look to 
the highest intelligence and boldest lea- 
derslii[i and a slatioii farthest from sus- 
picion for them, lie would look as near 
the goveriiinent it.-.i.df as might be for the 
pur|)oae, and expect totinil tliert; what he 
sought. The shock the discovery would 
cause might startle the country more than 
tho dyiiainiters' explosives have dune. 
Tho liritish authorities wore working at 
cross purpoMcs and traveling on roads 
leading St raiglil a\Miy from the object of 
their search rather than towards it.

LoNoiiN, .Ian. 2t. -.-Vn Irishman, giv- 
ing the name of Cunniiighuin, hut who 
has also buon known as Uallon and Gil- 
bert, was found among tho visitors de- 
tained for scrutiny after I he ex[)losion ut 
the Tower. lie had recently coiiie from 
America, and being unable to give a 
satisfactory explanation us to his object in 
visiting thu Towur, ho was taken into 
cuslddy and conveyed to tho police culls 
at Whitecha[iel, where he will be de- 
tained till able to give a clearer acciuioL 
of hiinsolf. A long cinforonce was held 
at Scotland Yard bet ween Sir Wm. Ver- 
non I l.ircourt and tho principal exports 
of the police dopartmeut. Mo additional 
arrests havo been made. 

LoN i.w.v, ,Ian. 24. About .si.xty visi- 
tors were in the tower at tho time of the 
explo.siou. Thu explosive agent was do 
posited in what is known as the bamiuet- 
iiig hall of the white tower. This hall is 
now used ns an armory and in it were 
stored large numbers of Martini rifles, 
which wtro destined to bo shortly issued 
to the V(duntecrs and it was behind a r.-uik 
of these that the deadly coiii|>ound was 
placed. Thu dynamite playud its mnddcbt 
freaks with tho riHcs; many of them wcru 
twisted into tho most ecceiii ric shapes im- 
aginable and their distorted forms .'■cal- 
tered about t he apart iiieut iu confuHion. 

All glass and other fr.cjic articles in 
the hall were siicedied out, of scniblaiice of 
their former selves. A large hole was 
crushed through the II or at the spot 
where the dyiiamitu was placed. Direct- 
ly ovor hoail a similar hole was blown 
through the roof and tho wood work set 
ou fire by the explosion, but before any 
serious damage had been iloiio by the 
llaliius they were extinguished. All [ler- 
80113 arrested during tho afternoon on 
suspicion of being implicat.-d in to-day's 
crime wore released this evening, there 
being no facts against tlium suthciont to 
warrant, the keeping of tliuni in custody. 
The police are completely nonplu.secd and 
they aru incapable of even forming .i 
theory and appear to ho dassed nt tl oir own 
iiiclliuiency to provont such outnigoa or 
discover their purpetrator» when commit- 
ted. The popular indignation run so high 



and tho clamor of tl(o-crowd for some one 
upon whom to wreak vougoliiico for tho 
fiwful crimes of tho afternoon was so in- 
satiato that, the pejraon^. arrested ou sus- 
picion narrowly c8(iaped';^lync1iiilg when 
sot at liberty. Wherever iiiou'puhgrogatod 
at clubs, hoiels, on tbo street i>r at Inmio 
the one topic of convorsAtion throughout 
London iiud throughout tho United 
Kingdom t!i! 1 (M'ening has been thia last 
instance of t'lo dynamiters' devilish 
activity. A re..i irkablu force was shown 
by thu explosion i'l Woatmiiister hall in 
the downward ■ dirofcl ion. .Holes wore 
scooped in tho gr. nnd large enough to 
hold a man. Into ono of those holoa ao 
forniud Constable Cox was violently 
thrown, and from it was extricated in a 
bruised nnd buttered condition. Two 
other [luiicenuMi near tho point of explo- 
sion weru not so seriously hurt, but they 
were thoroughly stunned by the concus- 
sion. A further inspection of theTocality 
of the explosion in the house of cominuna 
shows the flooiiiig was driven clear 
through to tho liaseuient. Tho lloora 
throughouf thu building are littered with 
thu debris of broken chandeliers, glass and 
other (dijects of a fragile nature. Tho 
gas lixturos weru wrecked, und it was im- 
possible for Col. IMajeiidio, chief of the 
dei)artmont of exiilusives, to continue hia 
investigation for lack of proper illumina- 
tion. The d, linage, lio.vever, will not 
delay the asseiiibliiig of parliament, as 
everything cun be easily ropairotl before 
tho day for niooliug arrives.
